that the Legislature being Republican, its 
action in the m atter will ba considered 
purely a party measure, and the party as 
a party can not afford to throw over the 
Prohibitionists now, since it has been dem 
onstrated that prohibition is in the major­ 
ity.

W ashington, Oct 21.—The President 
has appointed Gen. Green B. Raum of 
Illinois as commissioner of pensions. This 
action was a surprise, as Gen. Raum’s 
name has not been prominently mentioned 
in connection with the office. 
Gen. Raum is a prominent member of 
the G. A. R. 
He was sworn in at noon 
Saturday. 
Green Berry Raum is a native of Illi­ 
nois and one of the best known politicians 
in the State. 
He was born Golconda, 
Pope county, Dec. 3, 1829. 
After re­ 
ceiving a common-scbool education he 
studied law, and was admitted to the bar 
in 1853. Three years later he went to Kan­ 
sas and affiliated with the free-soil party. 
This made him obnoxious to the pro­ 
slavery faction and he returned to Illinois, 
settling at Harrisburg. 
At the beginning of the rebellion ho 
made many “ war” speeches, and subse­ 
quently entered the army. 
He rose to the 
rank of Brigadier-General and took part 
in many important engagements, partic­ 
ularly distinguishing himself in the battle 
of Corinth and the Atlanta campaign. 
A t Missionary Ridge he was wounded, 
but immediately upon recovering resumed 
active service in the field. 
At the close of the war he went into the 
railroad business for a brief period. 
In 
ISCH he was elected to Congress and served 
from March, 1867, to March, 1869. 
In 
1876 he was president of the Illinois Re­ 
publican convention, and in the same year 
was a delegate to the national convention 
of that party in Cincinnati. 
He was ap­ 
pointed commissioner of internal revenue 
Aug. 2, 1876, aud retained that office until 
May 3), 1883. 
During that period he col­ 
lected $850,000,000 and disbursed $30,900,- 
000 without loss. 
Since 1883 Gen. Raum has been practic­ 
ing law in Washington. 
Ho is the author 
of a work entitled “The Existing Conflict 
Between the Republican Government and 
the Southern Oligarchy.”

Tanner then

he (Noble) 
sent Gen. Powell 
of 
Illi­ 
nois to Commissioner

with 
note, and that Black rerated Powell and 
gave him $6,300 arrears. 
Tanner then 
states his belief that ho was forced to re 
sign because of his excessive liberality 
in granting pensions, but claims he only 
tried to carry out what he aud other Re­ 
publican speakers had promised old soldiers 
\ in the campaign that elected Harrison 
He (Tanner) had plastered Indiana over 
with such promises in order to capture 
the soldiers’ vote. 
In conclusion he at 
tacks the methods of the commission that 
investigated the pension office, and says 
he was denied the right of being present 
to defend himself.

L isbon, Oct 21.—Luis I., King of Por­ 
tugal, died Saturday morning. 
The phy­ 
sicians who were attending him announced 
to the royal family Friday nig it that his 
majesty’s death was only a question of a 
few hours, and tne relatives in the palace 
remained at the bedside of the sick man 
until the end came. 
The King passed away quietly. 
He be­ 
came unconscious some time before he ex­ 
pired, and his life went out almost with­ 
out a tremor. 
Paralysis was the cause of 
his death. 
The King’s death occurred at ll o’clock 
in the morning. 
The duke of Braganza, 
who succeeds to the throne, will a>sume 
the title of Carlos I. 
King Luis I. was born Oct. 31, 1833. He 
was the son of the late Queen Maria II. and 
the late Prince Ferdinand of Saxe-Coburg. 
His royal mother was the first sovereign of 
the line of Braganza to break through the 
custom, which had prevailed for two cen­ 
turies, of keeping up alliances with the 
reigning houses of Spain. 
Her union with 
Prince Ferdinand resulted in tho begin­ 
ning of the house of Braganza-Coburg, the 
first sovereign of which was her son Pedro 
V., at whose death, in 1861, Luis succeeded 
to the throne. 
The young king took to wife Pia, the 
youngest daughter of King Victor Eman­ 
uel of Italy. 
They were married Oct. 6, 
1862, when the bridegroom was 24 years 
old and the bride only 15. 
From this 
union were born two sons, the elder of 
whom, Prince Carlos, duke of Braganza, 
born in 1863, is a cultivated man. 
Prince 
Carlos married a daughter of the Count 
de Paris, the most formidable of pretend­ 
ers to monarchical rule over France. 
King Luis has been a wise and liberal 
King, toiling to establish freedom and 
education and encouraging railroads and 
telegraphs, but the people appear to have 
lost that enterprising character 
which 
made them so active during the fifteenth 
and sixteenth centuries.

T. De Witt Talmage, I). D., preached 
at the Academy of Music Sunday 
morning, his first sermon after the de­ 
struction of the Brooklyn Tabernacle 
by fire. 
His audience was of vast siz3 
and public interest was extraordinary. 
Dr. Talmage’s subject was* 
“The 
Baptism of Fire,” and he took as his 
text Acts xx., 24, “None of these 
things move me.” 
He said: 
But, Paul, have you not enough af­ 
fliction to move you? Are you not an 
exile from your native land? With the 
most genial and loving nature, have 
you not, in order to be free for mis 
sionary journeys, given yourself t- 
celibacy? Have you not turned away 
from the magnificent worldly successes 
that would have crowned your illustri­ 
ous genius? Have you not endured the 
sharp and stinging neuralgias like a 
thorn in the flesh? Have you not been 
mobbed on the land and ship-wrecked 
on the sea; the sanhedrim against you, 
tho Roman government against you, 
all the world and all hell against you? 
“What of that ?” says Paul. “None 
of these things move me !” 
It was 
not because he was a hard nature. 
Gentlest woman was never more easily 
dissolved into tears. 
He could not 
even bear to see anybody cry, for in 
the midst of his sermon when he saw 
some one weeping her sobs aloud, 
‘ ‘What mean ye to weep and to break 
mine heart? For I am ready not to be 
bound only, but also to die at Jer­ 
usalem for the name of the Lord 
Jesus.’’ 
What then did Paul mean 
when he said : “None of these things 
move me?” 
He meant: “I will not be 
diverted from the work to which I 
have been called by any and all the 
adversities and calamities.” 
I think this morning I express not 
only my own feelings but that of every 
man, woman and little child belonging 
to Brooklyn Tabernacle, or that was 
converted there, or comforted there, 
or blessed there, when I look toward 
the blackened ruins of the dear and 
consecrated spot, and, with an aroused 
faith in a loving God cry out: “None 
of these things move me.” 
When I say that I do not mean that 
we have no feeling about it, 
Instead 
of standing here to-day in this brilliant 
auditorium it would bo more consonant 
with my feelings to sit down among the 
ruins and weep at the words of David: 
“lf I forget thee, O Jerusalem, let my 
right hand forget her cunning.” Why, 
let me say to tho strangers here to­ 
day in explanation of tho deep emo­ 
tion of my flock, we had there in that 
building sixteen years of religious re­ 
vival. 
I believe that a hundred thou­ 
sand souls were born there. 
They 
came from all parts of the earth, and 
we shall never see them again until 
tho books are opened. 
Why, sirs! our 
children were there baptized, and at 
those altars our young men and maid­ 
ens took the marriage vow, and out of 
those gates wq carried our dead. 
Like 
the 
beautiful 
vines 
that 
still cover 
some of 
the 
fallen 
walls, our affections are clambering all 
over the ruins, and I could kiss the 
ashes that mark the place where it 
once stood. Why, now that I think of 
it, I can not think of it as an inanimate 
pile, but as a soul, a mighty soul, an 
indestructible soul. 
I am sure that 
majestic organ had a soul, for we have 
often heard it speak and sing and 
shout and wail, and when the soul of 
that organ entered| heaven, I think 
Handel, and Haydn, and Mozart, and 
Mendelssohn, and Beethoven were at 
the gates to welcome it. 
So I do not 
use the words of my text in a heartless 
way, but in the sense that we must not 
and will not be diverted from our 
work by the appalling disasters which 
have befallen us. 
We will not turn 
aside one inch from our determination 
to do all we can for the present and 
everlasting happiness of all the people 
whom we may be able to meet. “None 
of these things move me.” 
None of 
these things move you. 
When I looked out through the dis­ 
mal rain from the roof of my house and 
saw the church crumbling brick by 
brick and timber by timber, I said to 
myself: Does this mean that my work 
in Brooklyn Is ended? Does this ter­ 
minate my association with this city, 
where I have been more than twenty 
years glad in all its prosperities and 
sad in all its misfortunes? And a still 
small voice came to me, a voice that 
is no longer still or small but most 
emphatic aud commanding, through 
pressure of hand and newspaper col­ 
umn, and telegram, and letter, and 
contribution, saying: 
“Go forward!” 
I have made and I now make appeal 
to all christendom to help us. 
We 
want all christendom to help, and I 
will acknowledge the receipt of every 
contribution, great or small, with my 
own hand. We want to build larger 
and better. 
We want it a national 
church, in which people of all creeds 
and nations may find a home. 
The 
contributions already sent in make a 
small-hearted 
church 
forever 
im­ 
possible. 
Would not I be a sorry 
spectacle for angels and men if, in a 
church built by Israelites and Catho­ 
lics, as well as tho styles of people 
commonly called evangelical, I should, 
instead of the banner of the Lord God 
Almighty, raise a fluttering rag of 
small sectarianism? If we had $300,- 
000 we would put it all in one grand 
monument to the memory of 
God. 
People 
ask 
on 
all 
sides 
about 
what we shall build. 
I answer, 
it all depends on the contributions sent 
in from here and from the ends of the 
earth. 
I say now to all the Baptists 
that we shall have in|it a baptistry. 
1 say to all the Episcopalians we shall 
have in our services as heretofore at 


our communion-table portions of the 
liturgy, 
I say to Catholics we shall 
have a cross over the pulpit and proba­ 
bly on the tower. I say to the Method­ 
ists we mean to sing there like tho 
voices of many thundering. 
I say to 
all denominations we mean to preach rn 
religion as wide as heaven and as good 
as God, 
We have said we had a total 
loss. 
But there was one exception 
The only things we saved were the sil­ 
ver comm union chalices, for they hap­ 
pened to be in another building, and I 
take “that fact as typical that we are to 
be in communion with all christendom, 
“I believe in the communion of saints!” 
As it is said that the exhumed bricks 
of the walls of Babylon have on them 
the letter N, standing for Nebuchad­ 


nezzar, T declare lo you that if we ever 
get a new church the letter we should 
like to have on every stone and every 
timber would be the letter C, for that 
would stand both for Christ and for 
, Catholicity. 
The last two words I ut- 
tered in the old church Friday night, 
I some of you may remember, were 
j “Hallelujah! Amen!” 
The two words that I utter now as 
most expressive of my feelings in this 
our first service after the baptism of 
fire are, Hallelujah, Alnein! 
“None 
of these things move me.” 
W e are kept in this mood by two or 
three considerations. 
The first is that 
God rules. 
In what way the church 
took fire I do not know. 
It has been 
charged on the lightnings. 
Well, tho 
Lord controls the 
lightnings. 
Ho 
managed them several thousands of 
years before our electricians were 
born. The Bible indicates that, though 
they flash down the sky recklessly, God 
builds for them a road to travel. 
In the Psalms it is said: “He made 
a way for the lightning and the thun­ 
der.” Ever since the time of Benjamin 
Franklin the world has been trying to 
tame the lightnings and they seem to 
be quite well harnessed, but they occur 
sionally kick over the traces. 
But 
though we can not master great natu­ 
ral forces God can and does, and that 
God is our father and best friend, and 
this thought gives us confidence. 
We are also re-enforced by the in­ 
creased consolation that comes from 
confraternity of sorrow. 
I tell you 
that it is impossible to sit for years 
around the same church fireside and 
not have sympathies in common. 
If you put gold and iron and lead 
and zinc in sufficient heat they will 
melt into a conglomerate mass; and I 
really feel that last Sabbath’s fire has 
fused us all, grosser and finer natures, 
into one. 
It seems as * if we all had 
our hands on a wire connected with an 
electric battery; and when this church 
sorrow started it thrilled through tho 
whole circle, and we all felt the shock. 
We are supported and confident in 
this time by the cross of Christ. 
That 
is used to the fire. 
On the dark day 
when Jesus died the lightning struck 
it from above and the flames of hell 
dashed up against it from beneath. 
That tearful, painful, tender, blessed 
cross still stands. 
On it will hang all 
our hopes ; beneath it was put down 
all our sins ; in light of it we expect 
to make the rest of our pilgrimage. 
In the sight of such a symbol who can 
bo discouraged? Jesus 
lives! The 
loving, patient, sympathizing, mighty 
Jesus! 
It shall not be told on earth, 
or in hell, or in heaven that three 
Hebrew children had the son of God 
beside them in the fire, and that a 
whole church was forsaken by tho 
Lord when they went through a fur­ 
nace about 200 feet wide, 
O Lord Jesus! shall we take out of 
Thy hand the flowers and tho fruits, 
and tho brightness and the joys, arid 
then turn away because Thou dost|give 
us one cup of bitterness to drink? Oh, 
no, Jesus! we will drink it dry. 
But 
how it is changed! Blessed Jesus! what 
hast Thou put into the cup to sweeten 
it? Why, it has become the wine of 
heaven, and our souls grow strong! I 
come now and place both of my feet 
deep down into the blackened ashes 
of our consumed church, and I cry out 
with an exhilaration that I never felt 
since the day of my soul’s emancipa­ 
tion: “Victory! Victory! through our 
Lord Jesus Christ!” 
We are also re-enforced by the Cath­ 
olicity that I have already referred to. 
We are in the Academy to-day, not be­ 
cause we have no other place to go. 
Last Sabbath morning at 9 o’clock we 
had but one church; now we have 
about thirty, all at our disposal. 
Oh! 
if there is any larger-hearted ministers 
or larger-hearted churches anywhere 
than in Brooklyn, tell mo where they 
are, that I may go and see them before 
I die. 
The millennium has come. 
People keep wondering when it is 
coming. 
It has come. 
The lion and 
the lamb lie down together, and tho 
tiger eats straw like an ox. 
I cam 
never say a word against any other de­ 
nomination of Christians. I thank God 
I never have been tempted to do it. 
I 
can not be a sectarian. 
I have been 
told I ought to bo and I have tried to 
be, but I have not enough material in 
me to make such a structure. 
Every 
time I get the thing most done there 
comes a fire, or something else, and all 
is gone. 
The angels of God shake out 
on this air: “Glory to God in the high­ 
est, and on earth peace, good will to­ 
ward men.” 
I do not know, but I see 
on the horizon tho first gleam of the 
morning which shall unite all denomi­ 
nations in one organization, distin­ 
guished only by the locality as in apos 
tolic times. 
It was then the Church 
of Thyatira, and the Church of Thes- 
salonica, and the Church of Antioch, 
and the Church of Laodicea. 
So I do 
not know but that in the future his­ 
tory, and not far off either, it may be 
simply a distinction of locality and not 
of creed, as the Church of New York, 
the Church of Brooklyn, tho Church of 
Boston, the Church of Constantinople, 
the Church of America. 
My dear brethren, we can not afford 
to be severely divided. 
Standing in 
front of the great foes of our common 
Christianity we want to put on the 
whole armor of God and march down 
in solid column, shoulder to shoulder 


through the snow-bank ~ to" her' dally 
toil, and that the clock never strikes 
12 for the night but only 12 for the 
day. 
See that light in the window. Jesus 
set it there, and He will keep it burn­ 
ing until the day we put our finger to 
the latch of the door and go in to be 
at home forever. 
Oh. when my sight 
gets black in death, put on my eyelids 
that sweet ointment. When in the las't 
weariness I can not take another step, 
just help me put my foot on that door­ 
sill. 
When my ear catches no more 
the voices of wife and child let me go 
right in to have my deafness cured by 
the stroke of the harpers, whose fingers 
fly over the strings with the anthems 
of the free. 
Heaven never burns down! The fires 
of tho last day, that are already kindled 
in the heart of the earth but are hid­ 
den because God 
keeps down the 
hatches—those internal fires will after 
a while break through the crust, and 
the plains, and the mountains, and tho 
seas will he consumed, and the flames 
will fling their long arms into the skies; 
but all the terrors of a burning world 
will do no more harm to that heavenly 
temple than the fires of the setting sun 
which kindle up the window glass of 
the house on yonder hill-top. 
Oh, 
blessed land! But I do not want to go 
there until I see the Brooklyn Taber­ 
nacle rebuilt. 
You say: “Will it be?” 
You might as well ask me if tho sun 
will rise to-morrow morning, or if the 
next spring will put garlands on its 
head. 
You and I may not do it—you 
and I may not live to see it; but tho 
church of God does not stand on two 
legs nor on a thousand legs. 
How did the Israelites got through 
tho Red sea ? 
Did they go back ? 
No. 
Did they go to the l ight ? No. 
Did they go to the left ? No. 
They 
went forward by the strength of the 
Lord Almighty; and that is the way 
we mean to get through tho Red sea. 
By going forward. 
Forward! We have to march on, 
breaking down all bridges behind us, 
making retreat impossible. 
Throw 
away your knapsack if it impedes your 
march 
Keep your sword-arm free. 
Strike for Christ and his kingdom while 
you may. 
No people ever had a better 
mission than you are sent on. 
Prove 
yourselves worthy, 
If I am not fit to 
to be your leader, set me aside, 
The 
brightest goal on earth that I can think 
of is a country parsonage amid the 
mountains. 
But I am not afraid to 
lead you. 
I have some dollars; they 
are at your disposal. 
I have good 
physical health; it is yours as long as 
it lasts. 
I have enthusiasm of soul; I 
will not keep it back from your ser­ 
vice. 
I have some faith in God, and I 
shall direct it toward the rebuilding of 
our new spiritual house. 
Come on, 
then. 
I will lead you. 
Come on, ye aged men, not yet 
passed over Jordan! 
Give us one 
more lift before you go into 
the 
promised land. 
You men in middle 
life, harness all your business faculties 
to this enterprise. 
Young man 
put 
the fire of your soul into this work. 
Let women 
consecrate 
their 
per­ 
suasiveness and persistence to this 
cause and they will be preparing bene­ 
dictions for their dying hour and ever­ 
lasting rewards; and if Satan really 
did burn that tabernacle down, as 
come people say he did, be will find it 
the poorest job he ever undertook. 
Good-by, old tabernacle. 
I put my 
fingers to my lip and throw a kiss to 
the departed church. 
In tho last day 
I lay we be able to meet the songs there 
s mg, and the prayers there offered, 
and the sermons 
there 
preached. 
Good-by, old place, where some of us 
first felt the gospel peace, and others 
heard the last message ere they 
fled away into the skies! 
Good­ 
by, 
Brooklyn tabernacle of 
18731

new 
church. 
(I sec it as plainly as though it were 
already built!) 
Your gates wider, 
your songs more triumphant, your in- 
atherings more glorious. 
Rise out of 
the ashes and greet our waiting vision! 
Burst on our souls, O day of our 
church’s resurrection!

E u r e k a, Ca l . , October 14.—Your 
progressive and representative daily of 
the 28th of September, containing de- 
soriptiveaucounts regarding the Janes 
family beicg the first settlers aud found­ 
ers of -Janesville, contained in that letter, 
the following error*: — 
That Keziah A. Talbert, wife cf H . F. 
Janes, was born in 1804, the same year of 
that cf her husband; should have been 
to correspond with facts. Aug. 9, 1808, 
and that the correct name of the first born 
of Janesville is Jasper N., instead of 
Joseph N. Janes as printed. These mm- ' 
takes were the result of an oversight on 
tbe part of J. W. Janes and also the omis­ 
sion of the following important facts: 
H. F. Janes died No?. 13th, 1883, aged 
79 years, 9 months and I day; and his 
wife, Keziah A. Janes, March 7tb, of the 
same year, aged 74 years, 6 months and 
29 days. 
This country has been honored with a 
few residents whose names have become 
history, cf which may be mentioner 
General Grant, stationed at Fort Hum 
lo ld t, in the vicinity (rf Eureka;and Old 
John Brown’s wife and family, of Har­ 
per’s Ferry fame, who lived here ten 
yeats. 
Her s o d , Salmon Brown, who

Location and D escitption of a Rem ark­ 
able W onder. 
The greatest wonder in the State o 
Iowa, and perhaps any State, is what 
is 
called 
the 
“"Walled Lake,” in 
Wright County, twelve miles north o: 
the Dubuque dncl Pacific Railway, anc 
150 miles west of Dubuque oity. 
The 
la^e is from two to three feet higher 
than the earth’s surface. 
In some 
places the wall is ten feet high, fifteen 
feet wide at the bottom, and five feet 
wide on top. 
The stones used in its 
coustruction vary in weight 
from 
three tons down to IOO pounds. There 
is an abundance of stones in Wright 
County, but surrounding the lake to 
the extent of five or ten miles there 
are none. No one can form an idea as 
to the means employed to bring them 
to the spot or who constructed it. 
Around the entire lake is a belt of 
woodland half a mile in width, com­ 
posed of oak. 
The trees must have 
been planted there at the time of the 
building of the wall. 
In the spring of 
the year 1856 there was a great storm, 
and the ice on the lake broke the wall 
in several places, and the farmers in the 
vicinity were compelled to repair the 
damages to prevent inundation. 
The 
lake occupies a grand surface of 2,800 
acres; depth of water as great as 
twenty-five feet. 
The water is clear 
and cold, soil sandy and loamy. I t is 
singular that no has been able to 
ascertain where the water comes from 
nor where it goes, yet it is always clear 
and fresh.
